"The Government has n^t got an 
inexhaustible storehouse of wealth. 
It Is just as financially embarrassed' 
as the municipalities. 

"If we as a Government had unlim¬ 
ited money we could give employ¬ 
ment to everybody. But I want to 
know where this money is coming 
from.” 

"We realize the Government’s 
position and the position of* the other 
municipalities, but ours la an extreme 
case," said Mr. Pearpon.

The Premier explained that under 
the relief scheme the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments each provide 
one-third, and the municipality one- 
third.

Tell Premier of Danger of 
Giving Chiropractors 
freedom 


Doctors headed by Dr. George Hall 
and Dr. R. L. Fraser, of Victoria, and 
Dr. Proctor, of Vancouver, fepre- 
senting the Medical Council, opened 
their fight against chiropractors be¬ 
ing licensed In B. C. by appearing lye- 
fore Premier Oliver and members of 
the Government at noon to-day. and 
telling them of the risks the public 
will run if protection is not continued 
ngainst improperly qualified persons 
attempting to practice medicine. 

Dr. Hall told of the active propa¬ 
ganda drugless healers have started 
to get a bill put through the Legis¬ 
lature which will legalize spine mani¬ 
pulators and others In the practice of 
medicine. He explained that they 
have started this because most of the 
chiropractors in B. C. have been pro¬ 
secuted and found guilty by the 
courts. 

Could Not Pass Tests. 

"The chiropractors and Christian 
Scientists are making common cause 
in this,’’ said Dr. Walker, of New 
Westminster. He explained that os¬ 
teopaths have been admitted to carry 
on theii* work in British Columbia if 
they could pass their examinations. 
Many of them did pass their exam¬ 
inations, but there were a number so 
poorly educated that they couldn't 
pass. These are the ones who got to¬ 
gether and called themselves chir¬ 
opractors,” he declared. 

The object of the Medical Council 
Is to ensure as far as possible that all 
persons licensed to practise medicine 
here shall have received the educa¬ 
tion that will enable them properly 
to diagnose and heal as far as pos¬ 
sible any disease in the human body," 
Dr. Walker went on. “In order to 
treat properly a doctor must be able 
to diagnose. But these chiropractors 
will treat some diseases of which 
they do not know the nature. We' 
don’t dictate to our members how 1 
they shall treat a case, but we want 
to be. sure that our members know 
how to diagnose a case.

London, Jaw. 18.—The sentence of 
six months’ imprisonment imposed 
last November upon Lleut-Col. L’Es- 
trange Malone, Liberal member of the 
House of Commons, following his 
conviction on charges of seditious ut¬ 
terances, was confirmed yesterday by 
the Court of Appeals, the court dis¬ 
missing Lieut.-Col. Malone’s appeal 
from the lower court. 

Lieut.-Col.^Malone was arrested in 
Dublin, November 10, where he had 
gone by invitation to debate on Bol¬ 
shevism, the charge against him be¬ 
ing violation of a section of the De¬ 
fence of the Realm Act prohibiting 
the use of language likely to cause 
sedition among the civilian popula¬ 
tion. — 

The charge was based upon a 
speech delivered by Malone In Albert 
all in London a short time previ¬ 
ously, In which he was quoted as de¬ 
claring that bloodshed would be Jus¬ 
tified. if it were necessary to bring 
about the “British revolution.” and as 
adding: “What are a few Churphllls 
or a few Curzons on lamp posts com¬ 
pared with the misery of thousands 
of human beings?” 

The prosecution at the trial do- 
elated his speech was nothing less 
than “incitement to murder."

he said. The Society had organised 
with a view to fostering some of the 
more obsolete and forgotten of arts, 
and in this photography played a 
leading part. 

Gsnesis of Work. 

The first meeting of the Society 
had been held in September last, 
when about twenty members gather¬ 
ed together and decided to work for 
the exhibition In this year, he stated. 
Normally the annual exhibition would 
be held in the Fall months of the year, 
as that period of the year gave 
greater time for preparation of the 
studies to be exhibited and was more j 
^suitable from many viewpoints. 
Many students of the various branches 
of art held divergent ideas and it Was 
In the converging of these ideas and 
ideals that would lie the most im¬ 
portant phase of their work. They 
would meet, take excursions into the 
field and there pursue their photo¬ 
graphic studies together, stated Mr. 
Baer. 

The society had met with a! 
splendid welcome, and in the first 
annual exhibition it was amply, 
demonstrated that their work was of | 
great interest to many others, as, 
proof of the fact that the days of the 
“snapshot” and slipshod method of 
taking photographs was passing and 
giving rise to the use of the camera 
in real art, Mr. Baer stated. The 
camera could be made the medium 
of the first ideals of art, and would 
prove equally fascinating with the 
finest work of the mixed pigment and 
brush. 

In closing -his address, Mr. Baer 
referred In glowing terms to Ihe ex¬ 
hibition of the Provincial Depart¬ 
ment of Lands, which showed a 
wonderful compilation of topograph!-

returns to the careful grpwera. Bulle¬ 
tins on the subject will be trans¬ 
mitted to the growers for informa¬ 
tion. 

At present the following varieties 
only will be eligible for inspection; 
however, if some other variety is be¬ 
ing grown which in the opinion of the 
certifying agency is worthy of con¬ 
sideration. then inspection may be 
made of it: 

Varieties—Green »uniain, Irish 
Cobbler (Extra Early Eureka), Gold 
Coin, Jersey Royal, Jones' White, 
Empire State. Early St George. Early 
Rose, Early Epicure. Early White 
Prize (Surprise). Netted Gem, Bur¬ 
bank. Up-to-date. Sir Walter Raleigh, 
Eureka, and Carmen No. 1. 

Both a field fcnd tuber Inspection 
will be made, and for grading the 
crops ths following rules will apply: 

(1.) Potatoes not less than 2 ox. or 
more than 12 ox. In weight. 

Nl.) Pomtoes shall be of good ap¬ 
pearance and reasonably true to type, 
shape, color, and general appearance, 
and shall not be mixed with potatoes 
of other type or types. 

A tolerance of 6 per cent, by weight 
is allowed for the combined defects 
listed under (1) and (2). 

(t.) The potatoes shall not osntain 
an unreasonably large proportion of 
small tubers, such as in the Judgment 
of the Inspector *nlght result from 
the larger tubers having been re¬ 
moved. 

The Potatoes shall bs prac¬ 
tically free from rotted or otherwise 
seriously injured or blemished tubers, 
such as: 

(a) Rots due to late blight, black 
leg. and other soft-rot organisms, 
dry-rot, and other diseases. 

(b) Frost-Injury. 

(c) Second growth.

It is expected that certified seed 
potatoes will be available next Fall, 
under a scheme being worked out by 
C. Tice, B.S.A., Soil and Crop In¬ 
structor. A system of Inspection and 
certification will be commenced in 
the approaching season to this end. 
The object is to secure better seed

He says: “The street lighting ays* 

| tern consists qf 905 arc lights And 
1.009 five- light cluster standards. 
Ths former serve the greater portion 
of the city and are furnished with 
power supply by means of a system 
of overhead lines aggregating 250 
miles in length. Tbe city is divided 
into, nineteen separate lighting dls- 
trlfcta, each supplied with Independ¬ 
ent power circuits. The cluster light 
system serves the central portion of, 
the city and power is distributed to 
same by means of a system of un¬ 
derground cables. 

_ “The use of these two distinct 
classes of lighting equipment namely, 
series arc lighting served by over¬ 
head lines/ and cluster lighting served i 
by underground cables affords a good 
opportunity to determine their rela¬ 
tive merit. The last mentioned is 
capable of giving the most reliable 
results. 

"Arc lighting, which for many 
years was regarded as standard prac¬ 
tice In street lighting, had an ele¬ 
ment of uncertainty in operation due 
to the compilation of mechanism 
necessary, also to the variation in 
composition of carbons and electrodes. 
The nitrogen lamp affords a simple, 
economical and reliable flluminant 
and is rapidly replacing arc lamps for 
street lighting purposes. “*• 

Are Lighting. 

During the pAst year this part of 
I the system was operated f ,760 hours. 


the cost of power consumed being 
$14,884. 

“Cluster lighting was operated 
3,800 hours, the cost of power con -1 
sumed amounting to $4,979. Thlsi 
system is operated as a work of local 
improvement and all maintenance 
charges, except power supply, are a 
direct charge against the property. 
These charges amounted to $2,414. 
The sum of the amounts stated rep¬ 
resents the entire cost of cluster 
lighting maintenance for the past year 
and totals $7,394. 

“In my last annual report I rec¬ 
ommended that the arc lamps in ser¬ 
vice in the Victoria West district bo 
converted into nitrogen fixtures. This 
course was adopted and the neces-. 
sary equipment waa ordered, it was 
fully expected that this material j 
would be delivered In time to allow of 
completion of the work before No¬ 
vember. but delivery has just been 
made, ahd we are now in a position 
to proceed. 

Hesitant About Extension. 

“It is customary at this season to 
make recommendations regarding im¬ 
provement and extension of/the sys¬ 
tem. There Is always room for im¬ 
provement, but the experience of the 
past year Indicates that this is not an 
opportune time to carry out any ex¬ 
tensive work. There seems to be a 
complete disorganisation In the pro¬ 
duction of electrical supplies. Dur¬ 
ing 1920 delivery of essential supplies 


Advice Is Given By City Elec¬ 
trician in Annual Report 

\ - • — it . 

City Electrician Hutchison, in his 
Annual report, says he considers it 
his duty “to call attention to an ex¬ 
tremely dangerous practice which 
has been followed by some unknown 
but probably well meaning persons 
during the past year. I frefer to the 
practice of handling and jerking arc 
lamp suspension chains in an en¬ 
deavor to start up lamps that have 
failed. The effort usually results in 
demolishing the lamp and its attach¬ 
ments, and extinguishing the lights in 
the entire district. This is a highly 
dangerous proceeding, and It Is a 
matter of surprise to me that the per¬ 
sons concerned have escaped fatal In¬ 
jury. Electrical power as supplied to 
the consumer is comparatively safe, 
but In connection with its distribution 
and generation, voltages are used 
which are not intended to be handled 
by other than skilled electrical work¬ 
ers. and I would strongly advise all 
persons to avoid Interference with 
electrical equipment and, especially, 
fallen wires. The safer plan is to
